BUYS BUSINESS 

Aurora — Mr. Clifton Spence, 
who has been In the employment 
of Scanlon'a Bakery for many 
year*, has purchased the busin- 
ess of Clifford Chapman and will 
open his own bake shop on 
August 9. Mr, Chapman will^be 
In his employment. 



Mount Albert — In this era of 
mass production and stiff com- 
petition from huge city bakeries, 
the small country bakery of long 
standing is becoming the excep- 
tion But, there is one in Mount 

Albert. It was established 47 
years ago by Walt Kitley, and 
has been owned for the past 30 
years by Robert R. Davis. More 
unusual still is the fact that Mr. 
Davis was a farmer of many 
years experience in this district 
before he turned baker. He sa- 
vored the delicious smell and 
taste of a fresh crusty loaf as 
much as any man, but never felt 
the least interest in a batch of 
dough until 1918. In that year 
he was looking about for another 
farm. Real estate prices were 
sky high, and he did not want to 
buy. Unable to find one that 
suited him for rent, he decided 
to buy Kitley's bakery and gro- 
cery in Mount Albert. ; 

Walt Kitley had begun in a 
modest way, baking in his cellar 
at home, and peddling the bread 
by horse and wagon. The bust? 
ness grew rapidly and in a few 
years he was able to build the 
present large brick building, 22 
feet by 98 feet long, with two 
floors and a basement. It was a 
going concern when Mr. Davis 
took it over, and he added an- 
other sideline, flour and feed. 
Guy Williamson, wh» had been 
a baker for Kitley, stayed on 
with Mr. Davis for 21 years un- 
til he enlisted for service in the 
last war. Acting as his helper, 
Mr, Davis learned from him the 
fine art of making good bread 
tmd buns. It was seven years, he 
says, before he considered him- 
iolf a first class baker. 

Two trucks leave the bakery 
daily ond cover country roads 
within a 12 mile radius of Mount 
Albert. They sell all thoy can 
handle, the natural outcome of 
an established reputation for 
good baking, and also something 
of a tribute, when so many coun- 
try stores are stocked with bread 
from Toronto. 

Still interested in the land, 
Mr. Davis owns a farm but rents 
it out. He is now content to 
take things more easily, leaving 
the active management of -the 
business to Ms apn, Ernest, a 
graduate of the baking school ot 
the Ontario Agricultural College, 
Gue!ph~(DM.R) ;

h First Of All A Business 

The average age of the Canadian farmer is well 
beyond his physical prime. At a time when men in 
other walks of life are planning their retirement, the 
farmer is still doing the same work in a day that he 
did as a young man - and with no prospect of retire- 
ment unless he sells his farm outright or, if among 
the comparatively fortunate few, is able to turn his 
farm over to a son. - 

Young people are not remaining on the farm. 
The higher wages, the shorter working hours of the 
city are too attractive to be resisted. If they mean the 
forfeit of t^e independence, the greater security of the 
farm, the bargain is still better for the city- 
bound farm lad. Independence on a farm doesn't mean 
any more money in the bank, or easier toil. 

Possibly a fundamental error of concept, the at- 
titude that farming is "a way of life", is at the bottom 
of the economic disparity between farm and city in- 
comes. This concept has been used to excuse every 
economic grievance that farmer has raised. And the 
farmer, for the most part, has accepted it. While 
farming has certain features that set it apart from 
all other professions, it is primarily a business, operat- 
ed primarily for the income it creates. 

The 'sooner farming is completely acknowledged 
as the business it is, and economic conditions made 
favorable to it, the sooner it will have the healthy re- 
placement of youth it requires. 
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in Defence Of Speed Traps

A large part of the automobile driving public 
considers "speed traps , created by placing a police- 
man under a tree or behind « billboard with a stop 
watch in hand at the end of a measured portion of the 
road, as highly unethical. It is not, they will say, 
playing the game. Neither, for that matter, is break- 
ing the law. 

Those who so regard speed traps are frequently 
apt to approach the highways with the same light- 
heartedness of bavs playing cops and robbers. They 
have their own set of standards, speed limits and the 
Highway Traffic Act/ noth withstanding. A ticket 
after an open chase is a fair win by the police. The 
chance remarking of an offender by a roadside police- 
man is a trick of fate but still acceptable. But speed 
traps - they are really not sporting. 

It seems a curious way to interpret the law. A 
trap set for the burglar and successfully sprung wins 
public applause for the police. What difference, apart 
from the degree of the offence, is there between a trap 
for the burglar and for the speeder? The function of 
the police is to apprehend lawbreakers. If speed traps 
are necessary to halt speeders, then they should be 
used. There is generally a good reason for the speed 
limits on any given stretch of highway. To ignore 
them, despite the opinions of the. sporting automobil- 
ists, is to jeopardise others, and no standards of 
sportsmanship countenance that risk.

Conrad, who met with a ser- 
ious misfortune at the age of 
ten, quit school when he was 12 
years old. No one blamed Con- 
rad for quitting school. On the 
contrary, everyone wondered 
that he continued as long as he 
did, under the circumstances. 
Previous to adolescence, Conrad 
was seemingly a callous child 
with the ability to fight his own 
way despite the odds that were 
against him. However, with the 
voung adolescent, life at school 
became unbearable and his sensi- 
tive nature sought isolation 
from all society. 

Conrad was only four years 

old when his mother died end 
he and his older t brother and 
sister were left in their father's 
care. He learned early to shift 
for himself. Conrad used his 
spare time doing odd jobs for 
neighbors to help increase the 
family income. Everyone liked 
Conrad and his honest, handsome 
face. 

At the age of ten a severe 
illness loft Conrad's face parti- 
ally paralyzed; and, almost over- 
night, his handsome features 
were distorted and twisted be- 
yond recognition. Conrad's ap- 
pearance was decideiy repulsive 
—even to those who knew him 
best. His own sister would 

scream with fright at the sudden 

si^ht of him. 

Mental Suffering ; 

No one knows how, much Con- 
rad suffered mentally during 
the next two years. He was so 
upset emotionally that he could- 
n't learn at school— which dis- 
tressed him even further. The 
ridicule and pity became so un- 
bearable ^that he finally quit 
school at the age of 12. He hat- 
ed anil despised himself because 
of his affect tin little children, 
who were frightened and ran 
from him. . 

There was just one slim thread 
6f hope Gonrad had to cling to — 
it Was offered by the old family 
doctor; who was experimenting 
with electric treatments in an 
attempt to relieve the pressure 
that seemed to be responsible 
for the paralysis. At the age of 
13* Conrad was placed by the 
state in aii opportunity class for 
so^cial children. ■. Conrad didn't 
feel such. a misfit. in this group. 
Each child had his own peculi- 
arity and their training helped 
them to accept each other with 
more understanding than the or- 
dinary child in the average class- 
room has occasion to acquire, 
Conrad was able to continue his 
schooling In. this new surround- 
ing ■•"■ 

Miraculous as it sounds, after 
over five years of facial disfig- 
urement, the paralysis left and 
Conrad*s normal facial expres- 
sion returned— ciuUo suddenly. 

Today, Conrad fills .an Import- 
ant and respected position in one 
of the largest state schools for 
special children on the contin- 
ent. His earning power nuts him 
In tho htahcr brackets, financial- 
ly; and his understanding of the 
needs of special children is with- 
out parallel. He is their friend 
and benefactor — torevcr, and 
suhslnntinlly, grateful to his state 
for the privileges ho received, as 
n special child, in an opportunity 
class.
